plu clced Su nday from a bobbing 
lifeboat were feared dead. 
The lifeboat also contained the 
body of a steward who died of 
ex posu re. An air-sea search for 
su rvivors went on despite vanish­ 
ing hopes. 
A low-flying search plane sight­ 
ed the second body drifting among 
the debris and oil slick where the 
Pelagia sank in a raging storm 
Satu rday night. 
The Norwegian destroyer Trond­ 
heim sped the the scene ancl re­ 
trieved the body. It was not iden­ 
tified immediately. 
Three planes and a score of 
ships 
and fishing boats 
criss­ 
crossed the area of the ship­ 
wreck, 
off Norway’s 
northwest 
coast. There was a slight chance 
that su rvivors cou ld have been 
washed ashore on one of the hu n­ 
dreds of rock islands that dot the 
area. 
Close scru tiny of the islands was 
made hazardou s by a wavering

In this year’s campaign, as in many cam­ 
paigns of the past, both parties wiU angle for 
v otes by making promises to minority groups

These promises will be aimed at v oters in 
areas where minority groups hold theoretical 
balances of power that can swing state electoral 
v otes ~ usually big cities. 
There is no way to stop this kind of elec- 
tiwieering, which is no worse than appeals 
made to minority groups that hav e formed 
domestic issues, such as farm policy and re­ 
strictions on labor unions. But it needs to be 
kept in focus. 
Otherwise, 
v oters 
with 
no 
minority-group identity are in danger of being 
misled by a tactic of campaigning so obv ious 
it should not fool anybody — not ev en the 
minority groups. 
The promises that will be made in 1956 to 
liberate nationalities abroad will be subject to 
the same prov isions that prov ed to be more 
important than the promises made in 1952. 
The United States fav ors the ultimate libera­ 
tion of all people who are being denied sov ­ 
ereignty. That is national policy. 
But neither party can Commit the United 
States to take direct action to liberate enslav ed 
people. Democrats critical of the Eisenhower 
administration’s foreign policy will try to make 
it appear that if they were running the State 
Department they would take immediate action 
to liberate ev ery nationality with a minorit^'- 
group backing in the United States. 
If they were running the State Depart­ 
ment, Democrats would do what Republicans 
are doing. They would try to bring about libera­ 
tion by peaceful means. 
They would not go to war in their zeal to 
capture minority v otes in American cities where 
minority groups hold theoretical balances of 
power in determining which presidential can­ 
didate gets electoral v otes. 


Persistence Pa y s Off 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson was perhaps 
one of the happiest men aliv e when he reported 
to a group of grain and feed dealers that the 
nation’s grain storage problem has passed its 
peak and surpluses are on the run. 
For nearly four full years he has labored 
toward the day when he could make that state­ 
ment. And it has not been a matter of labor 
only. The secretary has endured political v ilifi­ 
cation equal to the most unjustified beating any 
man in public life ev er took. 
Ev en now, in making his announcement, he 
runs the risk of being accused of playing elec- 
tion-year politics. But the fact remains that 
more than politics is inv olv ed. The'health of 
the nation’s agriculture—so v ital a part of the 
whole economy—is the issue. 
In all their inconsistent arguments. Secretary 
Benson’s opponents hav e not denied that the 
giant surpluses accumulated under the high- 
parity program hav e been the farmer’s chief 
bugaboo in recent years and the only major 
blot on the booming prosperity the country to­ 
day enjoys. 
The secretary .deserv es no little credit for 
withstanding the onslaught in order to prov e 
the wisdom of his policies. He shares the credit 
with the President who time and again has 
refused to bow to the demands of political ex­ 
pediency. 


Ro unda bo ut Rea so ning 
Adlai Stev enson’s formal opening speech of 
the campaign indicated he is acutely aware 
of the realities of his position. 
With his opponent standing confidently on 
his record, the Democratic standard bearer 
has decided his primary hope for success is to 
tell the people why they should not let their 
admiration and respect for President Eisen­ 
hower keep them from refusing him a second 
term. 
Despite his efforts to paint a dismal picture 
of the national and international situations to­ 
day, Mr. Stev enson tacitly admitted he* could 
find no major argument with the Eisenhower 
program. Reminding his listeners that until 
campaign time his v iew of the administration 
was a “moderate” one he declared it is not

His Republican opponent, Jacob 
Jav its, has been a member 
of 
Congress and is now attorney gen­ 
eral of the State. The Democrats 
of New York, as products of the 
Roosev elt administration, are ful­ 
ly attuned to New Deal thinking; 
the Republicans are not intellectu­ 
ally so regimented.

Douglas McKay was secretary 
of the interior. He has been made 
the scapegoat in what the Demo­ 
crats call “the Eisenhower Giv e- 
Away Program,” by which they 
mean an av oidance of excessiv e 
gov ernment ownership of land and 
properties interfering with priv ate 
enterprise and the rev enue 
of 
states from taxation. The conflict

“WE THE PEOPLE OF THE 
UNITED STATES . . . do ordain 
and establish this Constitution for 
the United States of America.” 
Spurred

BUT LET US. on this anniv ers­ 
ary of the adoption of the Constitu­ 
tion, pause long enough to call at­ 
tention to our nation’s early strug­ 
gles and to giv e thanks to those 
founding fathers whose foresight 
gav e birth to our Republic which 
has endured as the greatest gov ern­ 
ment ev er conceiv ed by man and 
inspired by the common Father 
of all mankind. 
So on this anniv ersary week it 
would be well to rev iew some of 
the perils attending the birth of 
the Constitution. 
While the States were fighting 
for independence, they were held 
together by their great common 
cause and not by the Articles of 
Confederation which were little 
more than a loose alliance entered 
into by the 13 original colonies. 
There was jealousy and contro­ 
v ersy among the different states 
regarding t r a de , taxation and 
other matters and the Articles of 
Confederation 
gav e 
Congress no 
power to enforce any acts or reso­ 
lutions it might pass. 


SOME STATES were planning to 
withdraw. Disorder, unemployment 
and weakness prev ailed. The coun­ 
try was bankrupt and a dollar 
would bring only 2^4 cents at the 
most. The country was on the v erge 
of anarchy. Washington, Jefferson, 


crn and passed resolutions in fav or 
of the Constitution. . . . When 
Adams had read the paper, he 
asked Paul Rev ere, ‘How many 
mechanics were at the Green 
Dragon w h e n these resolutions 
were passed?’ ‘More, sir, than the 
Green Dragon could hold.’ ‘And 
where were the rest Mr. Rev ere?’ 
In the streets, sir.’ ‘And how many 
were in the streets?’ ‘More, sir, 
than there are stars in the sky.’ 
During this campaign many po­ 
litical pamphlets also were written, 
the most famous of them essays 
of the times, adv ocating adoption 
of the Constitution, appeared seri­ 
ally in “The Independent Journal” 
a newspaper in New York City. 
There were 85 essays in all and 
of the total “The Journal” pub­ 
lished 76 under the caption, “The 
Federalist” and all were signed 
simply “Publius.” The identities 
of the authors were later rev ealed 
as J a m e s Madison, Alexander 
Hamilton and John Jay and all the 
essays 
were 
prin ts 
in 
book 
form. Ev en today these essays are 
considered the most authorativ e in­ 
terpretation of the Constitution. 
On June 21, 1788, less than a year 
after the Constiution was adopted 
by Congress, the ninth^ state. New 
Hampshire, ratified it* and it be­ 
came effectiv e March 4, 1789. 


DURING THE DEBATES on the 
adoption of the Constitution, its 
opponents charged th^t as drafted, 


it would open the way to tyranny 
by the central gov ermnent. They 
demanded a “bill of rights” that 
would spell out the immunities of 
indiv iduals. 
On Sept. 
25, 
1789, 
the Ursi 
Cwigress of the United States pro­ 
posed to the State Legislatures 
amendments to the Constitution 
that met the arguments most fre­ 
quently adv anced against it. Arti­ 
cles 3 to 12, ratified by three- 
fourths of the states legislatures 
constitute the first 10 amendments 
and are known by the more popu­ 
lar name “Bill of Rights.” The 11th 
amendment was added in 1798 and 
the 12th in 1804 but after these, no 
other amendments were adopted 
down to the Civ il War. Sjpce the 
Civ il War only ten amendments 
hav e been added, the last one, the 
22nd, limiting the presidential term 
of office went into effect Feb. 26, 
1951, when it was ratified by 36th 
state, Utah. 
How wisely the founding fathers 
planned and built is shown by 
the fact that during the span of only 
a century and a half — a short 
time in the reckoning of historians, 
this nation under the Constitution 
has become the richest, most pow­ 
erful and happiest in the world. 
Is it too much to ask that we 
set aside one week a year in 
which to recall the deeds of those 
who hav e left us such a heritage 
and emulate them in giv ing thanks 
to our common Father?

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Angling For Votes 
In this year’s campaign, as in many cam­ 
paigns of the past, both parties will angle for 
votes by making promises to minority groups 
of foreign 
origin, 
or 
with 
strong 
foreign 
interests. 
These promises will be aimed at voters in 
areas where minority groups hold theoretical 
balances of power that can swing state electoral 
votes — usually big cities. 
There is no way to stop this kind of elec­ 
tioneering, which is no 
worse 
than 
appeals 
made to minority groups that have formed 
domestic issues, such as farm policy and re­ 
strictions on labor unions. But it needs to be 
kept in focus. 
Otherwise, 
voters 
with 
no 
minority-group identity are in danger of being 
misled by a tactic of campaigning so obvious 
it should not fool anybody — not 
even 
the 
minority groups. 
The promises that will be made in 1956 to 
liberate nationalities abroad will be subject to 
the same provisions that proved to be more 
important than the promises made in 1952. 
The United States favors the ultimate libera­ 
tion of all people who are being denied sov­ 
ereignty. That is national policy. 
But neither party can commit the United 
States to take direct action to liberate enslaved 
people. Democrats critical of the Eisenhower 
administration’s foreign policy will try to make 
it appear that if they were running the State 
Department they would take immediate action 
to liberate every nationality with a minority- 
group backing in the United States. 
If they were 
running the 
State 
Depart­ 
ment, Democrats would do what Republicans 
are doing. They would try to bring about libera­ 
tion by peaceful means. 
They would not go to war in their zeal to 
capture minority votes in American cities where 
minority groups hold theoretical balances of 
power in determining which presidential can­ 
didate gets electoral votes.

Persistence Pays Off 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson was perhaps 
one of the happiest men alive when he reported 
to a group of grain and feed dealers that the 
nation’s grain storage problem has passed its 
peak and surpluses are on the run. 
For nearly four full years he has labored 
toward the day when he could make that state­ 
ment. And it has not been a matter of labor 
only. The secretary has endured political vilifi­ 
cation equal to the most unjustified beating any 
man in public life ever took. 
Even now, in making his announcement, he 
runs the risk of being accused of playing elec- 
tion-year politics. But the fact remains that 
more than politics is involved. The health of 
the nation’s agriculture—so vital a part of the 
whole economy—is the issue. 
In all their inconsistent arguments, Secretary 
Benson’s opponents have not denied that the 
giant surpluses accumulated under the high- 
parity program have been the farm er’s chief 
bugaboo in recent years and the only major 
blot on the booming prosperity the country to­ 
day enjoys. 
The secretary , deserves no little credit for 
withstanding the onslaught in order to prove 
the wisdom of his policies. He shares the credit 
with the President who time and again has 
refused to bow to the demands of political ex­ 
pediency.

“WE THE PEOPLE OF THE 
UNITED STATES . . . do ordain 
and establish this Constitution for 
the United States of America.” 
Spurred 
by 
these 
significant 
words of the Preamble, the Con­ 
stitution of the United States was 
formally adopted on Sept. 17, 1787 
by the Constitutional Convention 
assembled in Philadelphia, at the 
call of the Continental Congress. 
It was ll years after the signing 
of the Declaration of Independence 
and four years after the signing of 
the treaty on Sept. 3, 1783, which 
ended the Revolutionary War. 
In accordance with a congres­ 
sional resolution, President Eisen­ 
hower has proclaimed the week of 
Sept. 17-23 as Constitution Week. 
The resolution calls for annual ac­ 
tion of this great observance in 
schools, churches and other suit­ 
able places. 
It is human nature to take our 
great national heritage for granted, 
to accept the gift and forget the 
givers, to become passively patrio­ 
tic and scoff at those who cry out 
in freedom’s cause, to even shun 
the right and privilege of casting 
our ballot on election day. 


BUT LET US, on this annivers­ 
ary of the adoption of the Constitu­ 
tion, pause long enough to call at­ 
tention to our nation’s early strug­ 
gles and to give thanks to those 
founding fathers whose foresight 
gave birth to our Republic which 
has endured as the greatest govern­ 
ment ever conceived by man and 
inspired by the common Father 
of all mankind. 
So on this anniversary week it 
would be well to review some of 
the perils attending the birth of 
the Constitution. 
While the States were fighting 
for independence, they were held 
together by their great common 
cause and not by the Articles of 
Confederation which 
were little 
more than a loose alliance entered 
into by the 13 original colonies. 
There was jealousy and contro­ 
versy among the different states 
regarding t r a d e , taxation and 
other matters and the Articles of 
Confederation 
gave 
Congress no 
power to enforce any acts or reso­ 
lutions it might pass. 


SOME STATES were planning to 
withdraw. Disorder, unemployment 
and weakness prevailed. The coun­ 
try was bankrupt and a dollar 
would bring only l xk cents at the 
most. The country was on the verge 
of anarchy. Washington, Jefferson, 
Franklin, Hamilton and others were 
in despair. Decisive action was 
called for to save the union. The 
Continental Congress called a con­ 
vention in May 1787 to propose 
amendments to the Articles of Con­ 
federation. However, a f t e r four 
months of closed debate, the Con­ 
vention p r o d u c e d not a revised 
document but an entirely new con­ 
stitution which was to transform 
the loosely-knit league into a strong 
federal state. Federal power was 
placed on an unprecedented basis: 
Neither Congress nor the States 
were recognized as sovereign, in­ 
stead the great doctrine of the 
sovereignty of “We the people . . . ” I 
was promulgated. 
The Convention transmitted this 
Constitution to Congress with rec­ 
ommendation that it be submitted 
to conventions within the various 
States and be declared in force 
when ratified by nine States. 
For a year before the Constitu­ 
tion was finally ratified it was 
carefully considered, discussed and 
debated in public meetings, on the 
streets and in the homes by people 
in all the States. These discussions 
afforded e v e r y individual and 
every group an opportunity for 
freest expression of opinion. 


THE NOTED HISTORIAN. John 
Fiske, records the following inci­ 
dent as typical of the tim es: 
“ As the weeks went by and the 
issue seemed dubious, the work­ 
ing men of Boston . . . held a 
meeting at the Green Dragon Tav-

em and passed resolutions in favor 
of the Constitution. . . . When 
Adams had read the paper, he 
asked Paul Revere, ‘How many 
mechanics 
were 
at 
the 
Green 
Dragon w h e n these resolutions 
were passed?’ ‘More, sir, than the 
Green Dragon could hold.’ ‘And 
where were the rest Mr. Revere?’ 
‘In the streets, sir.’ ‘And how many 
were in the streets?’ ‘More, sir, 
than there are stars in the sky.’ 
During this campaign many po­ 
litical pamphlets also were written, 
the most famous of them essays 
of the times, advocating adoption 
of the Constitution, appeared seri­ 
ally in “The Independent Journal” 
a newspaper in New York City. 
There were 85 essays in all and 
of the total “The Journal” pub­ 
lished 76 under the caption, “The 
Federalist” and all were signed 
simply “Publius.” The identities 
of the authors were later revealed 
as J a m e s Madison, Alexander 
Hamilton and John Jay and all the 
essays 
were 
printed 
in 
book 
form. Even today these essays are 
considered the most authorative in­ 
terpretation of the Constitution. 
On June 21, 1788, less than a year 
after the Constiution was adopted 
by Congress, the ninth state. New 
Hampshire, ratified it* and it be­ 
came effective March 4, 1789. 


DURING THE DEBATES on the 
adoption of the Constitution, its 
opponents charged that as drafted, 


it would open the way to tyranny 
by the central government. They 
demanded a “bill of rights” that 
would spell out the immunities of 
individuals. 
On Sept. 
25, 
1789, 
the 
first 
Congress of the United States pro­ 
posed to the State Legislatures 
amendments to the Constitution 
that met the arguments most fre­ 
quently advanced against it. Arti­ 
cles 3 to 12, ratified by three- 
fourths of the states legislatures 
constitute the first IO amendments 
and are known by the more popu­ 
lar name “Bill cf Rights.” The lith 
amendment was added in 1798 and 
the 12th in 1804 but after these, no 
other amendments were adopted 
down to the Civil War. Syice the 
Civil War only ten amendments 
have been added, the last one, the 
22nd, limiting the presidential term 
of office went into effect Feb. 26, 
1951. when it was ratified by 36th 
state, Utah. 
How wisely the founding fathers 
planned and built is shown by 
the fact that during the span of only 
a century and a half — a short 
time in the reckoning of historians, 
this nation under the Constitution 
has become the richest, most pow­ 
erful and happiest in the world. 
Is it too much to ask that we 
set aside one week a year in 
which to recall the deeds of those 
who have left us such a heritage 
and emulate them in giving thanks 
to our common Father?

WASHINGTON (J*-The outdoor

the candidates is still very much 
a part of the American scene. 
Pasture politics still is about as 
good a way as any for a politician 
to get down to the grass roots. 
Sometimes, though, the folk who 
make up the grass roots can be 
a bit confusing, as the Democrats’ 
presidential nominee, Adlai Ste­ 
venson, found out Saturday night. 
When he came to Washington 
to set up campaign headquarters, 
Stevenson agreed to cross the Po­ 
tomac and assist local Democrats 
in their efforts to recapture Vir­ 
ginia’s 10th District House seat 
from the Republicans—and thus 
was born the idea for a big bar­ 
becue. 
While the 10th Virginia District 
has its particular peculiarities, it 
still is a product of the trend in 
this country toward suburbia. 
It is filled with 
white collar 
workers, many of whom belong to 
the new station wagon set. These 
people differ from their counter­ 
parts elsewhere only in that a 
large percentage of them work for 
the government. 
Mixed in with the suburbanites 
are old line families, who con­ 
tinue to farm their lands. 
In this suburb, as in the sub­ 
urbs elsewhere, there is little real 
poverty and little great wealth. 
The 
educational 
level 
is 
con­ 
sidered high. 
About 
5,000 
of 
these 
people 
turned out for the rally. As a 
rally with “gala entertainment, 
music and good food,” the affair 
was a bust.

Editors Have Rights, Too 


This chronicler had planned the creation of 
a new world title. He aimed to become the 
first columnist in history who didn’t sound off 
on the national political conventions. 
And politically he will not; but he cannot 
ignore the Chicago evidence of a confused con­ 
cept of news disseminaton, by people who have 
axes to grind. In both high and lowly places. 
Such people exist everywhere that newspap­ 
ers are printed or radio and TV exist. They 
are people who get so het up about their en­ 
thusiasms that to them nothing on earth is 
so important to life, liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness as is the phobia that momentarily 
possesses them; anything from a church bazaar 
to a national convention, it seems. 
Having deceived themselves into such 
be­ 
lief, they lose all sense of proportion, a n d 
others who do not share their enthusiasm and 
aid them in its promotion become, in their 
eyes, an enemy of the cause which they es­ 
pouse. 


SO NATIONAL Chairman Butler was acting 
in character when he sounded off mad because 
CBS televised only a part of a propaganda film 
which pictured Democrats’ achievements, way 
back to Jefferson. 
His reacton provides a springboard for this 
observation about people’s misconception of the 
function of editors. 
The film that hoisted Butler’s blood pressure 
was an opus of subtle advertising; something 
that any editor, worth the title, would accept 
or reject, in whole or in part, according to 
his judgment, and the time or space available 
to him. 
It is the editor’s right to exercise these pre­ 
rogatives that is discussed here; with reference 
to why those rights are important to American 
freedoms, and need be preserved. 
All that we read, see or hear via our mass 
communication media must be selected and ar­ 
ranged orderly by someone. There are thous­ 
ands of these “someones,” called editors. They 
are of such a wide variety of personalities, 
opinions, ideals and ambitions that they form a 
realistic cross section of all people; representa­ 
tive of every conceivable trend of thought on 
every topic of public importance. 


ALL OF OUR freedoms of speech and press 
are safe in the hands of this jury of our equals 
— not our betters; each perhaps a specialist 
of some sort but none endowed with authority 
beyond the doors of his own sanctum. 
We choose for ourselves those among them 
whom we shall read or to whom we shall lis­ 
ten. It is important that what we get through 
type or airwave emanates from their judgment 
of news and opinion — and theirs alone. 
It is imperative to our democracy that no 
authority exist, even by intimidation, to enforce 
any point of view upon the news media that 
serve the people. 
By this route came dictatorships; whole na­ 
tions deceived, misled, subjugated by a single 
line of thought; with no choice of decision be­ 
cause no variety of opinions were available 
to the people. 
The people themselves often have destroyed, 
and always will, any news medium, or seg­ 
ment of it, which deceives them or does not 
give them what they want. This will be true 
so long as the existence of publishers 
and 
broadcasters depends upon the favor of the 
people — not upon the government. 
a medium, but in these days when a single 
So, we may damn, suspect or e\en reject 
human voice can encircle the globe there is, 
and can be, no monopoly of thought except by 
despotic control of what the vast

American editors may write or say. 


ish, when the name of Byrd was 
mentioned.

Wi—Ratification of a 
10-month contract caUing for an 
11-cent-an-hour wage increase was 
announced Sunday night by the In­ 
ternational Union of WaU Paper 
and Craftsmen and Workers of 
North America. 
M. C. Firestone, international 
secretary-treasurer of the union, 
said members ratified the agree­ 
ment by a 2-1 vote. The exact 
figures were not disclosed. 
The contract, also providing an 
additional nine cents an hour for 
skiUed craftsmen such as print­ 
er's, color mixers and print cut­ 
ters, covers 1,600 union members 
in 25 factories in seven states. 
The agreement is retroactive to 
Sept. 1 and wiU run until next 
June 30. Firestone said reason for

“ All of this was done without 
authorization by the officers of the 
International Brotherhood of Oper­ 
ative Potters and without giving a 
two wedis notice of resignation to 
the employers. This, of course, con­ 
stitutes a direct violation of the 
wage contract in force between the 
International Brotherhood of Oper­ 
ative Potters and the United States 
Potters Association. Also we are 
advised by counsel, it constitutes 
a violation of the Federal Fair La­ 
bor Standards Act. 
“During past years, when num­ 
erous incidents of this kind have 
occurred, the officers of the In­ 
ternational Brotherhood of Opera­ 
tive Potters have immediately or­ 
dered the offenders back to work, 
with the assurance from the em­ 
ployer, that as soon as work was 
resumed, they would meet with the 
proper representatives of the In­ 
ternational Brotherhood of Opera­ 
tive Potters for a complete hear­ 
ing on the grievances involved. In 
every instance, the dispute has 
been resolved amicably, and no 
other employees, except those di­ 
rectly involved, have lost working 
time of any consequence. 
“In the present outlaw strike, 
the firms are taking their tradi­ 
tional position that they will dis­ 
cuss the issues involved only aft­ 
er the employees have returned to 
work; but, so far, no such order 
has been issued by the officers of 
the International Brotherhood of 
Operative Potters. 
“A concurrent dispute has oc­ 
curred between the Homer Laugh- 
lin China Company and four bisque 
ware drawing women at their Plant 
No. 8. This has apparently as­ 
sumed an importance in the minds 
of other uninformed employees, all 
out of proportion to the matters 
involved. 
“Due to certain technicalities in 
the operation of the No. 8 bisque 
kiln, it is necessary, for the order­ 
ly operation of the plant, to draw 
a limited amount of ware on Sat­ 
urdays, when the kiln is operating 
at capacity. The four women in­ 
volved, together with the neces 


morning, they would be laid off for 
one week.

unjustly treated, the m atter was 
taken up through regular grievance 
procedures and settled without any 
other employee losing a single 
hour of work. 
“In any case, in order to pre­ 
vent this smaller m atter from com­ 
plicating the present situation, the 
officers of the International Broth­ 
erhood of Operative Potters have 
been informed that the positions 
of these women will be open to 
them as soon as all other em­ 
ployees ar# ordered back to work. 
“ It will be noted that the Ed­ 
win M. Knowles China Company 
has not been mentioned to this 
point. For the reason, there is not 
the faintest trace of an e xc u s e 
why their employees should be on 
strike. Not only have they not at­ 
tempted to put,on an apprentice 
kiln placer, but they do not have 
a single apprentice on their kiln 
crews. They were told by a mem­ 
ber of the Brotherhood that their 
thousand employees will be re­ 
turned to work only if the com­ 
pany will agree not to put oft any 
apprentice until the present dis­ 
pute with the other c o m p a n i e s 
(which is no concern of the Edwin 
M. Knowles China Compan^) has 
been satisfactorily settled. In oth­ 
er words, their people will be 
permitted to earn their living at 
their chosen trade only if the corn- 
pany’ will agree, that in certain 
possible circumstances at some­ 
time in the future, they wiU be a 
party to a violation of the agree­ 
ment. Naturally, the company has 
refused such an ultimatum. 
“We would call attention to the 
fact that, until The Homer Laugh- 
lin China Company attempted to 
start two apprentices last 
M on ­ 
day. it was not employing a sin­ 
gle apprentice among the 114 kiln- 
placers.on its payroll. The Edwin 
M. Knowles China Company dw s 
not have an apprentice among its 
48 kiln placers. The Taylor, Smith 
k Taylor Company has four ap­ 
prentices 
among

placers, all of whom have been 
employed more than six months.

When a baby begins to crawl 
and walk, bo th he and his mo ther 
face many trials. 
'Think o f all he has to learn at 
this time. With his stro ng u rge to 
ex p lo re and his gro wing ability to 
go abo u t u nder his o wn p o wer, he 
o ften gets into things that are dan­ 
gero u s to him and things to which 
he is a menace. 
Usu ally , he is alo ne with h i s 
mo ther, and she has o ther things to 
do .

SHE COULD remo v e ev ery thing 
which he might harm o r which 
might harm him, bu t this wo u ld 
p ro v ide o nly temp o rary co nv eni­ 
ence.

Expansions Seen 
Pushing Production 


CLEVELAND 
UPV—Expenditures 
for new equipment and construe-; 
tion in the steel industry, expect-! 
ed to total $1,200,000,000 this year, 
will push steel ingot production 
capacity in this country to an an­ 
ticipated 132 million tons a year 
by Jan. I, “Steel” magazine said. 
today. 
Ingot capacity already has been 
pushed about a million tons above 
that of last Jan. I, when it stood 
at 128,363,090 net tons, the publi­ 
cation said. 
Expansion programs under way 
or announced by 26 steel manu­ 
facturers, with completion dates 
extending into 1959, will add a to­ 
tal of 14,309,700 net tons to the na­ 
tionwide production c a p a c i t y , 
“Steel” said. 
“Steel expansion matches gen­ 
eral capital spending for new fa­ 
cilities which is expected to hit 
35 billion dollars in 1956 as com­ 
pared to $28,700,000,000 last year,” 
the trade weekly said. “The tight 
money policies aren't expected to 
materially affect general plans, at 
least in the short run.” 
The metalworking weekly said 
more expansion projects are be­ 
ing planned in the steel industry^ 
and would be announced promptly* 
if the government would 
again 
permit fast tax amortization on 
steelmaking facilities. 
Expansion projects completed so 
far this year helped the steel in­ 
dustry to reach a high percentage 
of operating capacity quickly aft­ 
er the steelworkers’ strike, the 
magazine said. It explained that 
the rate of operations still is com­ 
puted on the Jan. I, 1956, capacity. | 
Output last week was 100.5 per 
cent of rated capacity, of 2,474,202 
net tons. This was a jump of 2.5 
points over the previous week andi 
equals this year’s high mark set 
at the end of April. 
Domestic steel prices are steady 
but strong demand for the metal 
the world over has hiked prices 
for steel imported into the United 
States. The trade weekly said that 
for extended deliveries, W estern! 
European countries have raised 
price from 5 to 65 cents per IOO 
pounds.

Said To Gain 
In Popularity 


More Than Million 
People Now Reside 
In Mobile Houses

High costs of home building 
seem to be persuading more fam­ 
ilies to switch to trailers as places 
to live. 
You can buy a trailer coach, or 
mobile home as some prefer to 
call them, for much less t h a n 
you’d pay for a house. On t h e 
other hand, you can buy a self- 
propelled super deluxe home on 
wheels for more than you’d pay 
for a mansion—$75,000 to be exact. 
So there are ro class distinctions 
about making a trailer your home. 
You merely pick out one of about 
12,000 special parking areas, pay 
$25 to $50 monthly rent, hook up 
with utilities, turn on your shower 
bath and relax. 
Two-and-a-half million 
trailers 
are roaming or squatting around 
North America today and m o r e 
than a million families are living 
in these mobile homes as their 
permanent year-round residences. 
The figures are from the Trailer 
Coach Assn., which recently had 
the Stanford Research Institute in 
California check up on who lives 
in trailers and why. 
Arthur J. Romeyn, president of 
the association, says the survey 
shows that One person out of every 
-IO in ll western states now lives 
in a home on wheels. 
The average income of the trail­ 
er dweller is over $5,000 a year. 
The average family size is 2 89 
persons. About 31 .per cent of the 
owners are in the 20 to 34 age 
group. Most trailer w i v e s 
do 
not work. 
The glamor of trailer life was 
shown recently in an exhibit of 35 
new models in New York’s Colise­ 
um. That’s where the $75,000 mod­ 
el, called the Executive Flagship, 
was on view. 
This is quite a home, including 
two bathrooms, two refrigerators, 
a bar, sun deck, built-in heliport 
and portable swimming pool. 
It 
has sleeping accomodations f o r 
seven and is equipped with radio­ 
telephone, television and air con­ 
ditioning. It weighs 18 tons. We 
were so fascinated, we forgot to 
ask about the mileage per gallon. 
William B. MacDonald Jr. put 
on the show as head of the Mid- 
States Corp., which he says is one 
of the world’s largest makers of 
mobile homes. 
He started his career as a city 
transit driver 
in Chicago. 
He 
bought a bus in 1933 and ran a 
one-man coach service from New 
York to the Chicago World’s Fair 
of that year. Now he sponsors the 
Los Angeles Open Golf T o u r n a- 
ment, among other hobbies. But 
when he vacations he doesn’t use 
a land cruiser—he deep-sea fishes 
from the Caribbean to Canada in 
his yacht, “Snoozy.” - 
Vacation purposes make up the 
bulk of the demand for trailers. 
The Stanford survey showed that 
about 90 per cent of trailer va­ 
cationers expect to continue t h e 
use of these vehicles indefinitely. 
All is not beer and skittles, how­ 
ever. About two-thirds of the trail 
er vacationers complain. S o m e 
mention lack of cleanliness a n d 
sanitation in trailer parks a n d 
courts, inadequate parking space, 
neighbors too close and prohibi­ 
tions against dogs. 
Presumably some of these faults 
will eventually be overcome. Mac­ 
Donald says about 1,000 new trail­ 
er parks are being added 
each 
year. 
And the t r a i l e r s themselves 
bring complaints, such as b e i n g 
crowded and too small, limited in 
storage space, hard to haul and 
making driving more difficult. 
But it’s a new way of life. Ro- 
meyn says 88 per cent of today’s 
trailer population took up t h e i r 
present style of living since World 
w *r II.

Sullivan says he exercised no 
censorship on the Presley manner, 
but he did dispatch producer Mar­ 
io Lewis to California, where the

WASHINGTON Ufi-A sharp lag

make it necessary to draft men 
for military reserve duty, an ad­ 
visory group reports. 
Congress once rejected the draft 
idea, but the National Security 
Training Commission said volun­ 
tary enlistments during the first 
year have provided only 40,000 of 
the 100,000 men sought for the pro- 
gram. 
Under it, youths below the 18^- 
year draft age limit are encour­ 
aged to volunteer for six months 
of active duty training, to be fol­ 
lowed by 7% years in the active 
reserve. The volunteers become 
exempt from the 24-month service 
requirement of regular draftees, 
who also must continue service in 
the reserves. 
But the commission said that 
despite “the greatest effort of its 
type ever put forward in peace­ 
time . . . on behalf of any armed 
forces program,” results of the 
drive for volunteers fell far short 
of expectations. 
Unless the rate of volunteering 
can be doubled or tripled soon, the 
commission said in a report to 
Congress, “we should fundamen­ 
tally revise the program and take 
steps to provide the necessary 
manpower.”

of the National Assn. for the Ad­ 
vancement of Colored People said 
here Sunday.

prejudices has revealed “one of 
the real tragedies of the segrega­ 
tion fight.”
